THE BUSHRANGERS, 


1 


After a voyage from Liverpool to IVM- 
bourne I went up country with an Amer- 
ican acquaintance named Shaw for a 
sort of vacation. 
I had sailed with Shaw 
-while ho was Captain of a New Orleans 
ship, filling the berth of second mate to 
liis satisfaction, and, as I had saved his 
life on cue occasion, there was a warm 
•iocling between us. 
He was now tho 
owner of a big sheep ranch on the Mur- 
ray Kiver, aiid I was only too glad to get 
% run ashore and seo something 
of 
a country noted lor its anomalies. 
This 
was before tho days of railroads and 
Avhile the penal colony was in full blast 
and the bushr.'inger king of the road. 


We were five days riding out to Shaw's 
ranch, our vehicle Jjcing a wagon loaded 
with six yokes of bullocks, which were 
almost 03 wild as buffaloes. I heard very 
Jittlc about the bushrangers imtil 
we 
reached tho ranch, and then Shaw gavo 
iine such accounts of the fellows as made 
me hope I should never be obliged to 
form their acquaintance. 
His immedi- 
ate district had not been visited for two 
or 
three 
years, 
but 
they 
liad 
come 
in 
to 
tlie 
north 
and 
west 
of 
him 
and 
indulged 
in 
many 
robberies and murders. There wero three 
Englishmen 
and twelve natives on the 
range, which was an extent of country 
nine miles long by five broad. 
The force 
at the headquarters house, 
after our 
arrival, numbered 
three white men, a 
white woman, three natives, two black 
women, and four or five black children. 
!No gang of bushrangers numbering less 
than six would dare to attack us, as the 
house Avas well 
armed and the black 
women could ilre a musket as well as u 
man. 
Shaw had instructed his help to 
adopt a peace policy. 
In 
case a bush- 
ranger applied at any of the stations for 
» food or shelter he was to be accommo- 
dated, and if they picked off a sheep oc- 
fassionally no notice was to be taken 
of it. 
As I said before, he had not been 
ilisturbed thus far, but while he deluded 
himself with tho idea that it was an ac- 
count of the policy pursued, events were 
about to occur to prove that tho gentle- 
jnen of tlie bush had been waiting their 
own convenience. 


A bushranger was, in every instance, t\ 
desperate criminal who had made his es- 
cape from prison or the penal 
settle- 
ments. 
There wasn't one of tJiem who 
}iad not deserved the gallows before he 
iJed to the bush. 
A dozen or more of the 
most desperate diameters seut to Tasma- 
nia had escaped and reached the larger 
island and penetrated to tlie interior, and 
Thusu men were particularly ferocious and 
and without mercy. Shaw seemed to rest 
casj', however, and so during the first 
week of m}' stay I did not botlier my 
,}iead about the rangers. 
Indeed a n w - 
comer had enougli to do to get accus- 
tomed to the snakes, lizards, insects ai#d 
.otlier annoyances Avliich kept him stirred 
tip day and night. 


On the tentJi day of my stay Mr. SIiuw 
and 1 set out to visit oue of the outlying 
.Stations in charge of an linglishman named ' 
iThomas. 
This man was about forty-five 
.'years old, and had deserted from an Eng- 
l i s h man-of-war. 
He had three black 
imen under his chaj-i^e, and one of them 


had boon sc*nt in the day before with a 
badly written 
not« to the effect that 
many sheep were being killed, and that 
all signs went to show 
that a gang of 
.rangers had settled down in the ncigh- 
bi)rhood. 
Wo wore mounted on good 
horses and well armed as we rode iiway, 
a'^^d 
after 
an 
hour's 
ride 
Ave 
drew near the station, which consisted of 
a stout log hut for the keeper, another for 
the blacks,and ])nns for herding the sheep. 
We found tho j)lace silent and apparently 
deserted, and leaving our horses in 
a 
thicket, wc cautiously approached on foot. 
'I'lie first discovery made was that 
the 
blacks had boon killed, and wc pushed 
on to the larger hut to find Thomas with- 
in half an liour of breathing his last. He 
could speak in whispers, and he told us 
tliat seven bushrangers had .a]>poarcd the 
evening before and committed tho atro- 
cities visible on every hand. 
Although 
he had made them welcome and ])rcpftred 
supper, they hud come fora different pur- 
pose. 
The blacks, one by one, had been 
tortured in the most horrible manner, and 
when the last one was dead they had 
turned on Thomas. 
They had sliced off 
his cars, broken his fingers, cut off the 
end of his nose, hacked off his toes, and 
tortured him in othor ways and had not 
J left the place until about an hour before 
jl our iirrival. 
Everything of value wliich 
could be carried off was gone, 
and 
a 
bloody knife was left sticking in the door- 
Bill as u sort of defi to Shaw and the of- 
'^ficors of the law* 


There was no Government patrol in 
that district at that time, and the only 
move we could make was to alarm the 
two nearest ranchmen 
and organize a 
pursuit on our own account. 
By noon 
next day we had ten white men and 
about twenty faithful blacks in hand for 
a start, and the trail was taken up at 
the cabin. 
No one had any great hopes 
that we should overtake the rangers, 
but it was argued that pursuit must be 
made or they wo\ild soon terrorize the 
•çvhole district. 
If wc did happen to un- 
cover them there would be a hot 
fight. 
Every ranger had a price set on his head, 
and would fight to the death, and the 
ranchmen were men 
m ' I i o had 
faced 
death almost daily for years. 
The white 
men were mounted, while 
the blacks 
were ou foot, but they had no trouble in 
kee])ing np with 
us. 
After running 
across the grazing lands for iil)0ut a mile 
the trail entered 
the 
broken 
ground 
'.covered with thickets, and at the end of 
I another mile we had to leave our horses 
and follow the trail on foot. 
It was 
quite evident that the fellows did not 
fear ])ursuit, 
for they had gone at a 
leisurely pace, and the men best ac- 
quainted with the country predicted that 
tlie gang liad headed for a rocky ravine 
in the midst, of a heavy growth, about 
six miles from the cabin. 
The predic- 
tion was soon verified, and we went 
forward with greater caution, hoping the 
fellows would be sound 
asleep 
after 
their night's carnival. 
They had taken 
two gallons of whisky from the cabin, 
and the chances were that they would be 
stupidly drunk. 


When within -.about two miles of the 
ravine we suddenly ran into an ambush 
and received a volley. 
One Avhite man 
was killed and another wounded, and 
one 
black 
man was stretched 
dead. 
Shaw was acting as Captain of our troops, 
and he ordered us to deploj' and advance 
in open order. 
The rangers were in a 
thicket, and wc soon drove them out and 
killed one. 
In pressing on after 
the 
others we became more and moro sepa- 
rated, and after a bit I found myself 
alone to the right of the others. 
I kept 
advancing toward the ravine, supposing 
the others to be doing the same, and I 
liad advanced a mile or more beyond the 
point where we had been ambushed when 
it suddenly occurred to me tliat I was 
acting very rashly in separating myself 
by such a distance, 
I at once bore to 
the left to join forces, but, unknown to 
me, all the others had lialted half a mile 
in the rear, held a brief council,and then 
decided to retreat. 
I was still bearing 
to the left, and wondering why I did not 
discover any of 
the troop, wlien the 
whole gang of rangers suddenly rose uj) 
from the earth around me, and I was a 
l)risoner. 
There were six of the wicked- 
est-looking villains an honest man ever 
clapped eyes on. 
^Hiey were roughly 
dressed, their hair and whiskers long 
and unkempt, 
and their clothing was 
mostly of sheep skins, 
I have seen some 
hard-looking men in my time, but never 
anything to compare with this lialf dozen 
who were under the leadership of the 
notorious Joe Trimble, 
This man had 


armed 
traveler thoy would 
doubtless 
have taken my life just the same, for this 
gang had never been known to spare any 
one. 
But when they knew that I was one 
of tho party, and was moro or less rcsj^on- 
sible fo'r tlie doatli of their comrnde, they 
would have cut me to pieces then and 
there had it not occurred to them that 
such a death was too merciful for me. 
And, too, thoy were not aware of 
tlie 
fact that 
Shaw's 
party had retreated. 
After an outburst, lasting three or four 
minutes, I Avas disarmed, my 
])ockets 
emptied, my hat appropriated by one, 
and my jacket by another, and wo set off 
for the ravine at a dog trot, two of the 
men going before and the others follow- 
ing öfter me and striking me at every 
oi)portuuit3% 


The ravine was a dark 
and 
dismal 
spot, rcachiKl by a well worn path, wmd- 
ing about and making a gradual dcsoent. 
We went down in single file, and when 
we finally got to the 
bottom I found a 
hut made of brush and limbs and rock, 
with the numerous evidences that tho 
place had long 
been occupied as head- 
quarters. 
It liad now comc to be sun- 
down, and as nothing had been heard 
from Shaw's party since my capture tho 
outlaws reasoned that tliey had given up 
the pursuit. 
I got a pretty good look 
at 
the 
surroundings, 
and, 
as 
near 
as 
I 
could 
make 
out, 
the 
path 
was the only way out gf tho ravine. 
As 
we came 
down one 
of the 
men took 
his seat on a rock, with his revolver in 
hand, to act as guard, and, as I got no 
orders, I sat down on another rock near 
the hut. 
One of the men started a fire, 
another cut some meat, and a third went 
down a ravine and got a can of water at 
a spring. 
While supper was jireparing 
the leader of the gong took a long pull 
at the whisky jug and then came over 
and stood in front of me and indulged in 
a tirade of oaths, threats and abuse. 
He 
swore he'd clean put every ranchman in 
the district, and that he would have 
twenty lives for the death of his comrade. 
He boasted of the number of his victims 
and the amount of his plunder, and ended 
up by declaring that I should be skinned 
alive and my head sent to Shaw as a re- 
minder of what was in store for liim, 
I 
mude no answer, knowing that anything 
I coul^say would only add to his fury, 
I was nopeless, 
I could not figure out 
the sHgntest chance to escape my impend- 
ing fate. 


A primitive meal was soon ready and 
• five of the outlaws sat down to devour it, 
while the sixth kept 
his place 
on the 
rock. 
At this time I thought I heard a 
noise as of distant thunder, and the air 
felt to me as if a storm was brewing. 
It 
had come to be fully dark rrow, and af- 
ter an interval of tlirec or four minutes 
there came a blinding fiash of lightning, 
followed by a crash of thunder, which 
seemed to illuminate and shake the whole 
island. 
The men suspended their eating 
to look up, and the fuard 
rose to his 
feet. 
There was a minute of perfcct si- 
lence, and then there came another flash, 
followed by a rush up the ravine. 
A 
drove of 
kangaroos, 
which must have 
numbered 3U0, dashed right 
into our 
camp, seemingly terrified by the storm, 
and as they reached us there was another 
flash, a crash, and I heard the outlaws 
shouting, 
I opened my eyas to see the 
guard lying on the earth 
and the path 
clear, and guided by the instinct of self 
preservation I dashed up the path. Some 
of the beasts had gone ahead of me, and 
some 
behind, 
each oue squealing 
in 
alarm, and I have no clear recollection of 
my trip out of the ravine. 
It came on to 
rain at a tremendous rate, and by and by 
I found myself in the woods and com- 
pelled to fall down 
in a lieap from ex- 
haustion, 
1 believe I was then two miles 
from the ravine. 
The storm lasted for 
two or three hours, and after recovering 
my breath and my wits 1 crept into a 
thicket and remained there until daylight. 
Two hours later I had the good fortune 
to come out of the woods in sight of the 
ranch where Hol^erts had 
been 
killed, 
and before noon I was at Sha^v's, 
Three 
days later after a new party 
was 
orga- 
nized iuul descended to the bushrangers' 
hiding place. 
The fellows had departed 
bag and baggage, and none of their kid- 
ney were seen in that section again for a 
cou^ile of years.—New York fSm,

OhronicU reporter was invited to 
view the specimen, its nature not having 
yet been determined. 
It was manifestly 
the head of the femar or thigh bone oi 
a prehistoric 
elephant—the 
mammoth 
(elephas primi-genus). 
The sand drift in 
Avhich the bone 
Avas discovered belongs 
to precisely the geolological epoch which 
is usually associated with the remains ol 
fossil elephants. 


A tape measure passed around the 
"knob" at the broadest portion shoAved 
that it was forty-three inches in circum- 
ference. 
Transversely the measurement 
was thirty-nine inches. 
The shaft of the 
bone at its narrowest portion was tAventy- 
Bcven inches in circumference, or larirf't 
than the thigh of a stout man. 
TIil 
length of the fragment Avas nearly three 
feet. Assuming, on the principles of com- 
parative anatomy framed by Cuvier, that 
the proportions of the original 
animal 
were on the elephantine order, the ownci*j 
of this thigh bone must Iiave huiiu froni 
fifteen to eighteen feet high at the time- 
it Avalked on the earth. 


The cancellated structure of the bone 
is well shoAvn in portions whore fragmcDtt* 
have been cliippod off. 
The head of the- 
bone is tolerably well protected by a de- 
posit of siliceous matter, but the j)roba- 
bility is that unless carefully and quickly 
preserved by sealing up tho pores from- 
contact with air this interesting rcIic of :» 
prehistoric age will speedily crumble i ^

Usc of Cats' Whlskei^s. 


Every one must have observed what 
are usually called the whiskers on a cats' 
upper lip.

On the 
contrary it does not at all resemble, to 
the eye of an expert, any gen that is 
known in nature. 
It is simjily a chemi- 
cal product; that is all. 
You see, the 
chemists having abandoned the manuftic- 
ture of gold as hopeless are trying now 
to make precious stones artificially, and 
with some success. 
I dare say you are 
not aware tliat actual, bona-iide diamonds 
•have been artificially manufactured for 
yenrs. 
An English experimenter first ac- 
accomplished the feat and it has been suc- 
cessfully repeated many times since, llie 
only trouble is that the diamonds turned 
out by chemical artifice are almost micro- 
Ecopic and therefore practically worthless. 


''But other stones can be made artifi- 
cially of profitable size?'* 


*'A few. No real gem, however, except 
the diamond, has been fairly reproduced 
exactly as it is found'in nature, though 
imitations arc plentiful enough. 
The 
precious stones made by the chemists, if 
such they may be called are new inven- 
tions to the lapidary. 
Many of them are 
very beautiful. 
This purple one you 
have asked about, for in8tance is lovely. 
It hiis been named the''violcncc du cap," 
and is as attractive a jewel as many na- 
tural ones, four times its price. 
French 
chemists arc the great experts in this 
branch of manufacture, and their inven- 
tions are usually kept secret. 
Some of 
the artificial gems they juake are doubt- 
less pretty costly to produce, as for that 
matter arc the microscopic 
diamonds, 
which arc as expensive to turn out as 
good big ones in the market." 


"Are rubies made artificially?" 
''Yes; but not with entire success. 
Two or three years ago, ccrtain French 
chemists claimed that thoy had discov- 
ered a process for absolutely manufactur- 
ing big rubies iu the labratory, by fusing 
toother small ruby sparks, such as can 
be bought for almost nothing. 
If you 
will remember that the value of the ruby 
is neaily double that of the diamond, the 
color and quality otherwise being first 
rate, you can imagine what an agitation 
such an announcement occasioned among- 
dealers. 
Nor was the announcement al- 
together without truth, aa appeared from 
the report made on the sui)ject by the 
celebrated 
Professor 
Friedel, of 
the 
French Institute, who said that he found 
the chcmical composition, density, crys- 
talline form and refractive powder of the 
artificial specimens to correspond in every 
respcct with the natural ruby. 
The only 
dinerence he could find was a slight va- 
riation in the shape of the tiny air bub- 
bles. 
However, the dealers threatened 
to prosecute any one for fraud who ven- 
tured to issue the artifici.il rubies as real 
ones, and inasmuch as their combinati(»n 
is very rich and powerful, and the laws 
against selling counterfeit jewels for ac- 
tual ones are very strict iu France, the 
fused rubies have never got upon the 
market. 
It was a great scheme to make 
a $10,000 ruby out of five dollar's worth 
of s])arks." 


'*The »sparks' you speaic of are real 
rubies, of coui*se?" 


»'OhI yes. 
That is the trouble about 
rubies. 
There are plenty of them, but 
very few good-sized ones. 
The greatest 
ruby fields in the world are those of 
Burmah, where the natives have for 
centuries been digging for them in the 
most primitive and therefore most un- 
j profitable manner. 
They are found in 
I quantities in successive strata, with lay- 
ers of earth and clay between at a little 
depth below the surface soil. But nearly 
all are so small as to be scarcely valuable. 
Only occasionally a big one, with the true 
pigeon's-blood color, turns up, 
Kubies 
also largely obtained in Ceylon, where 
the natives make a business of hunting 
for them in the streams that come down 
from the huge cone of mountains in the 
central part of the island, Avhere it has 
been supposed for centuries that a great 
matrix 
of rubies existed, 
above 
the 
clouds, from -whence those found iu the 
rivers aye washed down. 
Nor is such a 
theory entirely without reason, though 
nobody has been able to find the matrix 
yet. 
When discovered it will afford a 
profitable opportunity for the use of a 
few pounds of dynamite." 


'*Are there pearls from Ceylon?" 
'^Yes, the waters tliereabout are a 
great pearl-fishing ground. 
Next spring 
will be the harvest of pearls at Ceylon, 
which comes only once in three years. 
Between the harvests the natives wait 
patienti? for the oysters to grow. 
Pearls 
are largely counterfeited, as you know, 
the best imitations being made of hollow 
glass beads, lined with transparent wax 
and scales taken from living lish. 
The 
pearl is chiefly composed of carbonate of 
lime, with films of animal membra»o be- 
tween its many layei-s. TJiese membrane 
films, becoming dry, gives the pearl its 
hardness. 
The substance of the pei/rI is a 
slimy secretion of the oyster, which is 
ordinarily deposited upon the 
interior 
surface of the shell, forming what is 
called 'mother of pearl.' 
Giuins of saud 
or other ioxeiga bpdies, lodging -within 


the shell, produce au irrit-ation of th4 
tissue which causes the deposit of a])early 
matter around them for the oyster's pro- 
tection. 
This matter is deposited layer 
after layer until the pearl is formed. 
By 
the 
artificial 
introduction 
of 
flinty 
particles pearls cau be made to grow. 
The Chinese in this ninnner compel a 
certain kind of fresh water mussel to pro- 
duce pearls in great numbers, though of 
small size. 
Sometimes they introduce 
diminutive images of their gods and 
other things within the shells and hava 
them turned into pearls by a sort of ovster- 
plate process."

gardless of the lives of others, can always 
bo relied upon to create as much dis- 
turbance and cause as much disiister us 
possible whenever the orders are given. 


The remaining fifteen per cent, of the 
population are to a lai-ge degree liighly 
educated men, and most of them make 
politics more or less of h profession. 


With the exception of Peru, which is 
populated largely by a race of slaves, tlie 
other South American republics seem to 
be doing better. 
Chili and the Argen- 
tine liepublic especially are developing 
at n wonderful rate and when their re- 
presentatives come to the North and 
South American Congress this fall they 
will be able to make a showing that will 
open our eyes.—AtUmta ConHitution.

c«sary to close the rooms very tightly amdi 
keep the fumes very dense iu them for 
twenty-four hours to obtain satisfactory 
resultvs.

Our usually quiet town was thrown 
into a state of i^xoitonuMit Saturday 
morning whfMi it was found that rob- 
bers had entered tho stores of J. E, 
C. IMiller and G. N. Warner, and at- 
tempted to enter thr^ stores of Sheely 
& Bro., an<l 0. E. Diehl, some time 
during Friday niirht. 
Tho entrance 
into Miller's hardware was effected by 
boring off tho lock of the front door, 
and by using a broad ch sel or mat- 
tock to pry. 
They took from this 
store about 20 revolvers, several doz- 
ens of pocket knives, all his razors, 2 
guns, a rifle, and other goods, in all 
amounting to about $160. 


At Warner's grocery tho door was 
pryed open, and groceries,uotious,&c., 
to the amount of $15 to $25iaken. 


The door of Sheely & Bro.'s dry 
goods store was tampered with, but 
as this store was entered several times 
before, it was so well secured that it 
withstood their efforts.

KAKKFUI, WHITEWASH. 


I have long distrusted the broad 


claims made for the much-recommended 
whitewashing of poultry-houses for pre- 
vention or extermination of the vermin 
which it ts claimed, says O. S. Bliss in 
the 3Tew York Tribune, habitually infest 
them and their occupants. I have had 
no personal experience with it. because I 
never fail to accomplish the purpose by 
easier, cheaper aad more permanently ef- 
fective means than the advocates of 
whitewashing have ever ventured to 
claim for it. I have, however, tekcn 
pains to look the matter up. without 
prejudice, and am now persuaded that so 
far from accomplishing any real good of 
itself, the white^srash is actually harmful. 
It may be admitted that some immediate 
benefit appears to be gamed, as would be 
the case with any other substance so 
thoroughly applied to every crack and 
crevice, but it remains true, nevertheless, 
that, the whitewash is a protector rather 
than an exterminator of the vermin. 
This very day I examined a whitewashed 
house and found a confirmation of this 
view. Carbolic ncia. kerosene and var- 
ious other things which of themselves 
are destructive of insect life are put into 
the whitewash, but their destructive 
qualities are all more or less neutralized 
•tnA rendered inc-iJectivc by dilution. 


In a few hours the wash becomes dried 


and as harmless as sand, every destruc- 
tive agent in it being eSectualsy locked 
HD. 
But the habitable retreat of the in- 


jects have been increased in number .1 
hundred or a thousand fold. 
Cracks and 


other places without number which be- 
fore were uninhabitable by them have 
had the dust wiped out, or wet down, 
aad a protecting scale of whitewash hung 
up before them, thus creating many a 
new nidus where none existed before. 
If a honse is really infested and it be- 
comes desirable to clean it out to get rin 
of the vermin, it is easier, cheaper and 
far more eSective to apply strong soap- 
soaps with or without the addition of 
kerosene, spirits of turpentine, or any 
other of the agents employed to render it 
more effective. 
Such a wash not only 


kills the vermin, but detaches the accre- 
tions which protect them and leaves f. 
free open space, which is greatly prefera- 
ble to one partly filled with anything 


ABOUT SUOEIXG 


A. correspondent of the Journal cy A-jrl- 


cvliure says: I am coaviaced.both by ex- 
perience and observation, that shoeing 
horses is not only a great inconvenience 
but I also say it is a nuisance to the horse. 
Of course this is intended for farmers, as 
city horses that are constantly kep~ on 
hard, stoay pavements need to be shod- 
Bui a farmer's horses, for either farm 
work or road, do sot net-d to be shod 
constantly. The less the better, aad my 
belief is. uo shoeing still better. The 
horse in its natural state has a jjoou hoof 
and by a little application and patiecee it 
can be made to be as pliable as rubber 
and as hard as steel. The horses in Ice- 
land are not shod and they travel over 
stony roads or ice as easily as our horses 
travel on our smooth roads with their 
costly new steel shoes for which hundreds 
of dollars are annually spent. In our 
Western States we seldom ?ee a macadam- 
ized road, and even then there are not 
many farmers that keep a team for spec- 
ial road use. 3Iany farmers make the 
mistake iu I elieviug that if they want to 
keep a nimble footed horse that; they 
have to keep him shod. 
But this is a 


grave mistake. To keep a horse con- 
stantly shod he needs to renew his shoe- 
ing at intervals. 
Such is dangerous 


and liable to injure the hoof, and 
perhaps maim him 
for life. 
3Iaay 


horses' legs are ruined 
when, young 


on account of too frequent and care- 
less shoeing. 
By negligence a horse 


is sometimes allowed to wear 
the 


j old shoe for a long period without 


newing. Such negligence is abusing the 
horse greatly, and very often is the cause 
of lame feet. 
And again, how ean a horse 


be worked with the same shoes on, on dry 
or muddy roads, or working on soft 
plowed ground without beinij quite ex- 
hausted at tunes? I have a six year old 
team that never had a shoe under their 
feet and never will have as long as the? 
are in my possession. 
Still I never hesi- 


tate to hitch them to the plow or buggy , 
or drive them over soft or hard roads ia 
their o-svn shoes. My other horses have 
to be shod once in a while because thev 
were used, to it when younger, or thei? 
hoofs will crack or become sore. But I 
make the practice never to shoe youne 
horses, and I believe that they will d«* 
better than those that are kept constantly 
shod. A young horse has always gcod, 
sound hoofs, unless accidents occur, and 
by a little attention they can be kept 
sound as long as tha horse lives. The 
trouble lies in young horses when thev 
are shod too young. 
Young horses as a 


general thing are vigorous aad we take u 
fancy that they can be driven hard be- 
cause they are young, and to keep their 
hoofs and legs sound they must be kept 
shod. My advice is: Do not drive the 
young horse too much at- first. Take the 
older horses for road use and leave the 
younger horses for farm use till they have 
reached the stage of maturity. This will 
be the means of saving many dollars an- 
nually.

water for an. hour or so once in. a while 
so as to give the hoof a thorough soak-

nKAIUNG CALVES. 


E. D. Richards, writing to tne Ameri- 
mn CuHivator^ st\ys: In the earlier days 
it was the general practice among dairy 
farmers to allow the calf to run with its 
dam during the 
first season. 
Such a 
method is too expensive for these days. 
Again, it works great damage to the cow 
if she is to be kept for the dairy. 
"When 
the diun's bag becomes healthy and in 
normal condition, the sooner the calf is 
removed from her side the better for the 
cow. 


In order to give the calf a good start, 
it is well to let it drink part of'the moth- 
er's milk warm from the cow, but after a 
few days give skim milk. 
It is advisable 
to scald the milk for a few days to pre- 
vent sours, which are inclined to trouble 
calves raised by hand. 
Some dairymen 
feed calves upon whey and turn them out 
to grass. 
Such calves, if they live at all 
until time to go to tho barn are seldom 
worth wintering. 
Long experience and 
observation have coniirmcd 
mc in the 
belief that the best and most suscessful 
way to raise calves by hand is the English 
custom of keeping them in the barn the 
Jirst season; give them a small yard where 
they may go to and from their pen at 
pleasure and take the fresh air. 
Keep 
their quarters strictly clean, feed them 
upon skim milk either sweet or sour, I 
prefer it sour, give them all the good hay 
that they will eat, and they will .soon learn 
to eat quite a quantity. 
Milk does not 
take the place of water. 
They should 
have fresh water daily. 
A few ground 
oats daily will give them a iine start the 
iirst season. 


The future of 
any animal 
depends 
greatly uj)on the start it gets the first 
year. 
Calves need salt. 
The best way 
to salt them is to place a lump of mineral 
salt within their reach then they will lap 
it as they need. 
A box of fresh loam is 
also an excellent thing to place within 
their reach. 
Calves fed upon milk crave 
something of this sort. 
If the floor is 
bedded witli dry sand, it will 
guard 
against lice, which are a deadly foe to 
calves or older cattle. 
The main point 
which I wish to call attention to is the 
benelit to be derived from keeping calves 
in the barnyard the first year in prefer- 
ence to turning them to grass. 
I have 
never seen calves which are put out to 
grass as forward and strong in the fall as 
those which are kent.ia and treated as 
above indicate^.'

distrusted 
the

claims made for the mueh-recommended 
whitewashing of poultry-houses for pre- 
vention or extermination of the vermin 
which it ts claimed, says 0 . S. Bliss in 
tho Kew York Tribune, 
habitually infest 
them and their occupants, 
I have had 
no personal experience with it, because I 
never fail to accomplish the purpose by" 
easier, cheaper and more permanently ef- 
fective means 
than 
the advocates 
of 
whitewashing 
have 
ever 
ventured 
to 
claim for it, 
I have, however, 
taken 
pains to look the matter 
u]), without 
prejudice, and am now persuaded that so 
far from accomplishing any real good of 
itself, the whitewash is actually harmful. 
It may be admitted that some immediate 
bcneiit appears to be gained, as would be 
the case with 
any 
other 
substance so 
thoroughly applied to every crack and 
crevice, but it remains true, neverthelcsa, 
that tlie whitewash is a protector rather 
than an 
exterminator 
of the 
vermin. 
This very day I examined a whitewashed 
house and found a confirmation of this 
viaw. 
Carbolic acid, kerosene and var- 
ious other things which of themselves 
are destructive of insect life are put into 
the whitewash, 
but 
their 
destructive 
qualities arc all more or less neutralised 
and rendered ineifectivo by dilution. 


In a few hours thcwiish becomes dried 
and as harmless as sand, every destruc- 
tive agent in it being elfeetually locked 
lip. 
But tho habitable retreat of the in- 
sects have been increased in number a 
hundred or a thousand fold. 
Cracks and 
other places without number wliich be- 
fore were uninhabitable by them have 
had the dust wiped out, or wet down, 
and a protecting scale of whitewash liung 
up before them, thus 
creating many a 
new nidus where 
none existed before. 
If a house is really infested and it 
be- 
comes desirable to clean it out to get ri<i 
of the vermin, it is easier, cheaper and 
far more effective to apply strong soap- 
soups with or without tho addition of 
kerosene, spirits of 
turpentine, or any 
other of tho agents employed to render it 
more efieetivo. 
i3uch a wash not only 
kills the vermin, but detaches the accre- 
tions which protect them and leaves a 
free open space, which is greatly prefera- 
ble to one partly tilled with anythinir 


except it be fine, dry dust in which in- 
sects cannot live. 
If 
the cracks 
and 
otlier open spaces in a poultry house arc 
to be filled at all it should be with mor- 
tar containing sufficient amount of plaster 
of paris» raw or calcined, or other similar 
substance, to make the filling solid. But 
I repeat what I have often said, that there 
is no occasion for any of these things 
when the sup))ly of dust is wliat it should 
bo^in everv ease. 


ABOUT SHOEING JIOKSES. 


A correspondent of tho Jommal of Agri- 
Milture says: I am convinced,both by ex- 
perience and observation, that shoeing 
horses is not only a great inconvenience 
but I also say it is a nuisance to the horse. 
Of course this is intended for farmers, ÜÜ 
city horses that arc constantly kept on 
hard, stony pavements need to be shod. 
But a farmer's horses, for cither farm 
work or road, do not need to be shod 
constantly. 
The less the better, and my 
belief is, no shoeing still better. 
Tho 
horse in its natural state has a good hoof 
and by a little application and patience it 
can be made to bo as pliable as rubber 
aud as hard as steel. 
The horses in Ice- 
land are not shod and they travel over 
stony roads or ice as easily as our horses 
travel on our smooth roads Avith their 
costly new steel shoes for which hundreds 
of dollars are annually spent. 
In our 
Western States we seldom .see a macadam- 
ized road, and even then there arc not 
many farmers that keep a team for spec- 
ial road use. 
Many farmers make the 
mistake in I elieving that if they want to 
•keep a nimble footed horse that they 
have to keep him shod. 
But this is a 
grave mistake. 
To keep a horse con- 
stantly shod he needs to renew his shoe- 
ing 
at intervals. 
Such 
is 
dangerous 
and 
liable 
to 
injure 
the hoof, 
and 
perhaps 
maim 
him 
for 
life. 
Many 
horses' 
legs arc ruined 
when 
young 
on account of too 
frequent and care- 
less 
shoeing. 
By 
negligence a 
horse 
is 
sometimes 
allowed 
to 
wear 
the 
old shoe for a long 
period without re- 
newing, 
Such negligence is abusing the 
horse greatly, and very often is the cause 
of lame feet. 
And again, how can a horse 
lie worked with the same shoes on, on dry 
or muddy roads, 
or working 
on soft 
plowed ground without being quite ex- 
hausted at times? 
I have a six year old 
team that never had a shoe under 
their 
feet and never will have as long as they 
arc in my possession. 
Still I never hesi- 
tate to hiteli them to the plow or buggy,, 
or drive them over soft or hard roads in 
their pwn shoes. 
My otlier horses have 
to be shod once in a while because they 
were used to it Avhen younger, or 
their 
hoofs will crack or become sore. 
But I 
make the practico never to 
shoe young 
horses, and I believe that they will do 
better than those that are kept constantly 
shod. 
A young horse has always good» 
sound hoofs, \mless accidents occur, and 
by a little attention 
they can be 
kept 
sound as long as the horse lives. 
The 
trouble lies in young horses when they 
are shod too young. 
Young horses as a 
general thing are vigorous and we take íí 
fancy that they can be driven hard 
be- 
cause they are young, and to keep their 
hoofs and legs sound they must be kept 
shod. 
My advice is: 
Do not drive the 
young horse too much at first. Take the 
older horses for road use and leave the 
younger horses for farm use till they have 
reached the stage of maturity. 
This will 
be the means of saving many dollars an- 
nuallj'. 
When the weather is dry a good 
thing is to lead the horse in a pool 
oí 
water for an hour or so once m a while 
so as to give the hoof a thorouirh soak- 
ing.
